Miller’s interest in numismatfics — 
began when he was about nine years old. 
He found a 1904 Barber Dime issued 
from the mint in San Francisco. The 
year was 1956, and Barber dimes were 
scarcely in circulation. ‘It would be like 
finding a wheat cent today,” Miller said. 

The Barber dime is the grandfather of 
the present day Roosevelt Dime which 
was first minted in 1946. The Barber, 
named for its designer Charles E. 
Barber, was discontinued in 1916 in 
favor of the Mercury dime. 

The dime spawned Miller's interest 
and he soon began collecting and buying 
coins. He joined the ANA in 1976 as his 
interest in the actual study of various
